IV. Burnt Lime is now carry'd near 20 Miles by Land towards the Head of the River, 
for Building and Improvement of Ground; whereas Lime-flone might be brought up this 
River to the Coal, and there burnt at a ſmall Charge, to the Benefit of all that Part of the 
Country, and particularly of the Land Owners on each Side of the Rrver. 

There's no Place, towards the Head of the River, to which Lime is 
20 Miles by Land, that will be much advantagd by the Methods propos d in this 
Article; for if the Lime-ſtone propos'd to be brought up and burnt near the Head 
of this River, is to pay that heavy Duty of Tunnage propos d by this Act, it's 
probable there will be no great Quantity brought up. 


V. The Fords of the River Douglas and Rible, which alter and remove frequently by 
the Tides. and the dangerous Sands over which Carts and Carriages maſt now paſs. in carry 
ing the Goods aforeſaid, do frequently occaſion the Loſs of Men, Horſes, and Carriages ; 

but ſuch Accidents will be bereby prevented. 
Ass to the Fords of the River Rible, it's plain, that the River Donglas 
made navigable, will by no Means prevent the Inconveniencies mention d in this 
Article; and, it's well known, there are no dangerous Fords to paſs over the River 
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VI. The Navigation of this River will be an Employment for Sea-men in the Time of 
Peace, and a Nurſery to breed up others for future Service; beſides, many poor Labourers 
will be employ'd in making the ſaid River navigable.
